4 “Homer Thompson killed Ernest 
r?Brown absolutely without any 
' eause.” 

This was the declaration of Eula 
utnam, as she sat in her cel] in 
he De Kalb county jail Friday 
night and gave for the first time 
& meager account of the death of 
the young Wesley Chapel farmer 
Tuesday evening, less than a week 
beforé his wedding day, while he 
was walking with her on Brown's 
Mill road. She was arrested in con- 
nection with the murder Friday. 
The, prisoner, who is of slight 
stature with blue eyes an¢ Titian 
hair, related her story in answer 
to quesfions of Sheriff J. A: Me- 
Curdy. She admitted that she was 
not the wife of Thompson, as has 
been stated, but she was living 
' with him at the time’ of the trag- 
edy. She refused to answer some 
of the questions and was very reti- 
cent, often interrupting with the 
assertion she would tell her story 
ut “the proper time and place.” 

Had Sent for Brown. 


“I had sent for Brown to meet me 
and after we were together we were 
walking on the road. Ernest tried 
to kiss me,” she said, “ané@ I ob- 
lected. Then he grabbed my hands, 
and about this time I saw some one 
veeming down the road. I told Ern- 
est to ‘look out, there,’ but it was 
too late. | 

“Without saying a word, Thomp- 
ton Iked up to Brown and shot 
him. fter he had fallen, Thomp- 
son never said a word, but walked 
on back toward the house, with me 
following him. When we reached 
the house I begged him’ not to 
leave me. He told.~me to ‘hold tight’ 
and ordered Peterson to get my coat. 
We got into the automobile and 
‘went off down the road.” 

Thompson is still at large, but 
Sheriff McCurdy stated Friday night 
he expected to obtain positive in- 
formation of his whereabouts dur- 
ing the mext 48 hours. Eula Put- 
nam was arrested in connection 
with the alleged murcer at thé home 
of her father, James Bartow, route 
number one, Norcross, where. she 
declares she went after Thompson 
had put her out of the car as he 
flied from pursuing officials. 

Went te Father's Home. 


In reply to a question of Sheriff 
McCurdy, the prisoner said “a 
from their home near Wesley chapel 
they went: to Thompson's father’s 
ha@me two miles away, where they 
remained about an hour. The elder 
Thompson advised his gon to sgur- 
render to ‘officials, the woman de- 
clared, after the latter had told 
him he had shot Brown because he 
had insulted his wife.

Mrs. Putnam's husband is said 
to have been killed on Decatur 
. gtreet several months ago, while 
Thompson is said to be separated 
from a wife who resides in Atlan- 
ta. According to evidence in the 
possession of Sheriff McCurdy, the 
woman's statement is conflicting. 

He ie still working on the theory 
that a deliberate trap was set for 
Brown, and that the woman sent 
a negro girl to search for him.

Barred From Russia, 
Six Deportees Sail 
For Port of “Nowhere” 


New York, March 18.—An unsign- 
ed cable message from . Moscow, 
stating that the soviet government 
had refused admittance of six men 
deported from this port February 
26, was made public here today 
by Isaac Shorr, who acted as their 
attorney. The message added 
cryptically that the deporters were 
at sea at present, bound nowhere. 

The six were among 87 persons 
ordered deported to Russia on the 
steamship Zeeland, which conveyed 
them to England, where they were 
taken aboard another ship bound 
for Libau by way of the Baltic. 

Among those denied admittance 
to Russia, according to Mr. Shorr. 
was Meyer lI. Spee - convicted in 
Cleveland in 1918 under the espion- 
age act, whose sentence was sus 
pended by presidential decree on 
condition that he be deported. 


Criminal Prosecutions 
‘For Society Principals 
In Lurid Divorce Cases 


New York, March 18.—District At- 
torney Harry Lewis, of Kings coun- 
ty, is going after society people 
who are getting divorces right and 
left, and promises to prosecute the 
guilty parties to such actions un- 
der the criminal code.

Sensational developments may be 
expected within the next few weeks 
as a result of the federal investi- 
gation of peonage conditions in vari- 
ous Georgia counties under the su- 
pervision of United States District 
Attorney Hooper Alexander, it was 
learned Friday. 

What Is considered a significant 
development was contained in a 
statement made Friday by the dis- 
trict attorney in connection with 
the finding of the bodies of three 
unknown negro men in the Yellow 
river near Covington during this 
week, in which he intimated that 
Newton county citizens are not di- 
vulging all they know as to the 
identity of the men and the reason 
for their deaths. 

Peonage Alleged. 

It has been known that the gov- 
ernment has had under way an in- 
vestigation into alleged peonage 
conditions in Jasper county, which 
is adjacent to Newton county, and 
for that reason the district attor- 
ney was questioned Friday in con- 
nection with the discovery of the 
three bodies,

Labor Leaders to Fight

Men Insist on Wartime 
Agreement Remaining.

Chicago, March 18.—With an 
overwhelming strike vote in their 
pockets, union labor’s emissaries 
will leave for Washington Saturday 
to fight out their wage and hour 
controversy with the big packers 
with Uncle Sam as the umpire. 

The packer envoys are already on 
the ground, awaiting the opening 
of Monday’s conference called by 
Secretary of Labor James J. Davis. 

Both sides are standing pat. 

Labor officials say that a strike 
will most certainly follow their “in- 
ability to induce the packers to 
maintain the eight-hour day.’ The 
issue, ‘according to Dennis Lane, 
secretary and treasurer of the 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters and 
Butcher Workmen of America, can 
be stated in a few words as fol- 
lows: 

“Is the administration going to 
permit the packers to violate their 
agreement with the government, to 
which the butcher workmen and. the 
other organizations belonging to 
the industry are parties?” 

The packers declare that the war 
is actually over regardless of the 
official status and that the “eco- 
nomic situation is such that abro- 
gation of the war-time agreement 
became imperative.” ‘ 

At the stockyards signs of unrest 
and agitation are beginning to 
show. Pickets have appeared at the 
yard gates, armed with mega- 
phones, exhorting the workers to 
stand behind their leaders and de- 
crying the industrial self-govern- 
ment. plans in effect in Armour 
company plants and proposed by 
other packing houses. 

Vote is Overwhelming. 

Final. returns on the strike bal- 
lot have been received from al] of 
the cities affected, With the exeep- 
tion of @@ins&s City, Mast St. Louis 
and St. Joseph, Mo. Rey show an 
overwhelming ratio in favor of a 
strike should the Alschuler agree- 
ment be declared non-existent. The 
official strike vote 80 far reported:

The tremendous strike vote is 
said to be unparalleled in Chicago 
labor history. 

Mr. Lane said the handling of the 
situation by the administration will 
be closely watched not only by the 
organized, but also the unorganized 
Wage earners, and by the farmers 
and small business men throughout 
the country. 

May Appeal to Harding.

When, but a few days ago, & 
group of alien-hearted residents of 
this city gathered at Madison 
Square Garden and there, surround- 
ed by alien flags and singing alien 
battle songs, insulted America’s al- 
lies, decried America’s justice, and 
derided America’s institutions, they 
kindled an answering blaze o 
Americanism comparable only to 
those days when American war-fer- 
vor was at its height. 

New York’s mass meeting at Mad- 
ison Square Garden tonight was @ 
complete, smashing, crushing reply.

Immense Hall Filled. 
At 8 o'clock 14,000 people had 


lodged themselves in the immense 
hall and the streets surrounding 


the building were blocked by thou- 
sands more who, unable ‘to take 
Part in the patriotic proceedings 
within, cheerfully proceded to hold 
their own Americanism meeting 
outside. 

In the hall two bands, one poqnd- 
ing out “Over There” and the other, 
in the balcony, hitting it up with 
“Where Do We Go From Here, 
Boys?” could hardly be heard above 
the cheers for arriving notables 
who were to address the meeting. 
In the center of the floor was a 
cluster of battle flags, flags car- 
ried by. headquarters and division- 
al troops across the Hindenburg 
line, their standards rafsed high 
above the heads of the crowd. 

A thousand army and navy nurses 
in their blue and white ‘uniforms 
formed a picture in one section. 
Soldiers, again in O. D., with the fa- 
miliar divisional insignia—the fa- 
miliar Y. D/of the Yankees, the 
crescent of the Rainbow division. 
the Indian head, the constellation of 
Orion, devices of every. division in 
active service—sang the old songs 
and cheered themselves speechless.

And hundreds of smiling “wrecks” 


from local hospitals looked on and 
grinned and yelled with their more

MINERS 10 Flénl 
WAGE REDUCTIONS 


Union Coal Miners Claim 
Contracts at the Present 
Wage Scales Good Until 
March, 1922. 


Indianapolis March 18.—Any at- 
tempts to reduce wages of coal! 
miners in the United States will be 
resisted by the miners’ union, John 
L. Lewis,. president of the .United 
Mine Workers of America, declared 
today in announcing such a policy 
had been approved by the union's 
executive board, now in session 
here. The union miners, it was 
said, have contracts at present 
wage scales that continue until 
March $1, 1922. 

Wage reductions proposed in 
Washington, southeastern Kentucy, 
and Tennessee, it was said at the 
union headquarters, are regarded 


j as a possible forerunner .of similar 
Proposals throughout the, country. 


Mr. Lewis’ statement “réferred spe- 
eifica}ly to these states and added 
& general declaration applying to 
the coal industry as a whole. 

“The United Mine Workers,” said 
Mr. Lewis’ formal statement, “has 
said from the first that it would 
not permit wage reductions in view 
of the fact that the great mafority 
of the mine workers are not making 
more than a living wage as it is.” 

Mines in Washington state, it was 


said, have shut down because of the 
miners’ refusal to accept reductions 


to the wage level of October 31, 
1919, or approximately 25 per cent. 
According to the statement, assur- 
ance has been given the Washing- 
ton miners that the union would 
support them in resisting any re- 
duction, the international officers 
saying the operators sought to 
violate their wage agreement with 
the miners. This position of the 
officers, it was announced, was ap- 
proved unanimously today by the 
union's executive board, 

Mr. Lewis’ statement said: 
proposed reduction in W 
ton will not -be permitted: The 
present agreement will have to 
stand until it expires by limitation. 
The same action has been taken 
regarding proposals for reductions 


in’southeastern Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee. The agreement will be 
protected with the full force of the 
United Mine Workers.

INDSAY AMAKER 
GETS FIVE YEAR 


Woman in White Slave 
Case Arrested for Al- 
leged Threat to Kill 
First Husband. 


The case of the United States 
against Lindsay Amaker, young 
Atilantan charged with violating the 
Mann white slave act, ended at 5 
o'clock Friday afternoon when 
Judge Sibley sentenced him to five 
years’ imprisonment in the fed- 
eral penitentiary, following a jury’s 
verdict of guilty. 

Wilma Leinewebber, a i17-year- 
old girl, who was jointly indicted 
with Amaker on the white slave 
charge, but who will. be given a 
separate trial, was placed under 
arrest in the federal building by 
City Officer Stegall a few minutes 
after Amaker’s convietion follow- 
ing her alleged threat in the court- 
room. corridor that she would shoot 
W. E. Leinewebber, her first hus- 


band, who was the star witness for, 


the United Statés-during Amaker's 

trial. She was at libérty under 

bond on the government charge. 
Woman is Arrested, 

When federal agents learned of 
the alleged threat; on Leinewebber's 
life, it was decided to imprison her 
at police station for the night. It 
was announced that a ‘state war- 
rant charging her. with bigamy 
will be sworn out g@gainst her this 
morning. Leinewebber pledged his 


assistance to the state in the prose- 


cution of the new charge. The big- 
amy charge will be based on the 
fact that at the time of her mar- 
riage to Amaker, she had not been 
legally separated from her first 
husband. 

The trial of Amaker began early 
Friday morning. At 2 o'clock court 
recessed until 3 o’clock, and the 
case went to the jury shortly be- 
fore 5 o'clock, The verdict of gu!l- 
ty- was reached after ten minutes’ 
deliberation. The courtroom con- 
tained the largest crowd of spec- 
tators attracted by any trial of 
the present session. 

The government attempted when 
court convened tp secure a& post- 
ponement of the case, but on ob- 
jection of counsel, Judge Sibley 
ordered the trial to proceed. A 
joint trial for the defendants was 
objected to by Ernest Buchanan, 
attorney for both defendants, and 
separate trials were ordered, Hoop- 
er Alexander, Unite. States district 
attorney, and his assistant, Hal 
Lindsay, conducted tke prosecution. 

Leaves Her Husband. 


The first witness, E. A. Farland, 
investigator for the department of 
justice, charged Amaker with hav- 
ing persuaded the girl to leave her 
young husband and her mother and 
to accompany him to various points 
in other states for immoral pur- 
poses. 

Testimony of other witnesses de- 
veloped the fact that the first out- 
of-town trip made by the pair was 
to Macon and Columbus. It was 
shown that Amaker married her in 
Columbus, and that at the thme she 
gave her name as Wilma Drennon, 
her maiden name. Amaker claimed 
that he did not know she was mar- 
ried to Leinewebber, from whom 
ape had been separated for some 

me. 

Returning to Atlanta from Co- 
lumbus, they went to Birmingham 
and lived as man and wife, and re- 
turned to. Atlanta several weeks 
afterwards. At all times, both 
Amaker and the young woman tes- 
tified, she paid her own transpor- 
tation. They afterwards made trips 
to Augusta, and from there into 
South Carolina. 


EXCHANGE BILL 
BECOMES LAW

JURY IN PIRKLE 
CASE DEADLOGKED 
AFTER TEN HOURS 


Jurors Were Given Case 
at Noon and at Ten. 


O’Clock at Night Had 
Eatled to Reach Decision. 


VERDICT OF MURDER 
ASKED BY THE STATE 


Defense Claims That Kill- 
ing of Guinn Children 
Was Accidental and That 
Pirkle Was Not Drunk.

Decatur, March 18.—After delib- 

erating since 12 o’clock today, the 
jury in the case of Thad Pirkle; 
charged with the murder of little 
Madge ane Mary Frances Guinn, 
when his car struck them New 
Year's eve on East Lake drive, was 
still deadlocked at 10 o’clock this 
evening and retired to resume con- 
sideration of the evidence at 8 
o'clock tomorrow. 

At 6:30 the jury sent word to 
Judge John B. Hutcheson that fur- 
ther instructions were desired, and 
he called them into the courtroom, 
where he again charged them on 
murder, voluntary and involuntary 
manslaughter, and the methods of 
returning their verdict. They then 
returned to an ante-chamber, where 
they remained in session until 8 
o'clock and then went to supper. 

Will Reconvene Today. 

After the jury returned to the 
courthouse and had remained in ses- 
sion until 10 o’clock, Judge Hutche- 
son asked if they desired to re- 
main in session through the night, 
or reconvene Saturday morning to 
reach a verdict, and a ballot result- 
ed in favor of the latter sugges- 
tion. The, jurist then instructed 
them not to read any newspapers 
or discuss the case until tomorrow 
morning. 

Following the close of arguments 
by Frank Hooper, for the defense, 
and William Schley Howard, for 
the prosecution, this morning, 
Judge Hucheson charged the jury 
on murder, involuntary manslaugh- 
ter and state automobile laws. It 
retired at noon to begin delibera- 
tions. ‘ , 

Both Solicitor A. M. Brand and 
Mr. Howard asked the jury for 
a straight verdictaof murCer, de- 
claring that Pirkle had deliberate- 
ly and with malice aforethought 
killed the two children. They as- 
serted Pirkle was intoxicated and 
was driving the car over forty miles 
an hour at the time the tragedy 


occurred, basing their plea on a 
case in the Georgia reports, where 
it was set forth that “a reckless 
disregard of human life: may be 
4 i aenonaaie of a specific intent. to 
ill.

No estimate could be made of 
the damage at the time of going to 
press.

J. W. Maddox, holding a seat:as 
police commissioner from the fifth 
ward, as the result of an error in 
the count of the vote cast in city 
council at its last meeting, will be 
called on to resign in resolutions 
which Councilman Robert H. Jones, 
Jr., will introduce at the councih 
meeting next Monday. 

Mayor Key, who swore him in, in- 
sisted Friday that he resign, his 
communication following one of 
several days ago advising him to 
do so. 

The mayor wrote his second let- 
ter after Maddox declared _ to 
a group of fifth ward citizens at 
a meeting Thursday night that he 
will stick to his office “until Ga- 
briel blows his trumpet.” 

Will Not Serve Now. 

One of the chief developments in 
the case Friday was the agreement 
feached by the police. board, sit- 
ting in a session last night, 
that Maddox not serve as an active 
commissioner until the legality of 
his eélection had been threshed out 
before the proper.tribunal. 

This action Came upon the motion 
of Mayor Key, who offered his mo- 


gested by Maddox himself and of- 
fered by W. C. Stradley. Stradley’s 
motion, upon the request of Mad- 
}dox, was that he (Maddox) be ex- 
“eused from serving atthe special 
séssion Fridey night. ~ Mayor Mey’t 
amendment, accepted by Stradiey 
and passed by the board, provided 
that Maddox will not Serve as an 
active commissioner until the mat- 
ter has been decided, 

Dr. C. J. Vaughan, chairman of 
the police board, before putting the 
motion of the mayor before the 
body, expressed the unqualified 
opinion that a resignation from 
Maddox was the best thing for the 
interest of harmony and’ peace in 
the city government. 

Wants Maddox te Quit. . 


“For the sake of good operation 
of the department,” said the chair- 
man, “I beg that Mr. Maddox re- 
sign, for it seems that this is the 
only course which can let things 
be settled and get down to honest 
work on the problems confronting 
nag 

Maddox, in his remarks to the 
board, said that he was confident 
of the support of the fifth ward 
citizens and since he had promised 
them he would not resign, he did 
not think such action would be fair 
to his constituents. 

The mayor, in presenting his mo- 
tion, outlined the entire case to 
the board, saying that although 
there was a technically legal eiec- 
tion in the erroneous count, there 
was not an election on its merits. 
For that reason, he said, he 
thought that Maddox should with- 
draw, at least until the question of 
the election’s legality had been 
thrashed out in whatever tribunal 
it should come before. 

Maddox Gives Position. 


In his talk at the beginning of 
the police board 
night, Maddox said that the trouble 
would not have reached its present 
proportions if Ellis Barrett, his op- 
ponent, had replied to the letter 
which Maddox says he addressed to 
Barrett last week offerinx not to 
seek re-election if Barrett would do 
likewise. He algo said that the 
mass meeting in the fifth ward 
showed that he, Maddox, was the 
choice of the citizens for the place. 

“TI don’t want to resign, for I told 
those’ people I would stay by this 
job until Gabriel blows his trum- 
pet. I can’t say one thing here and 
tell them something else.” 

Mayor Key said at the meeting 
of the police board that he still be- 
lieved Maddox should have resigned 
as he promised the mayor he would 
do for the sake of harmony in city 
affairs. 

Recall Is Reported. 

Another development Friday was 
the probability, expressed by citi- 
zens of the fifth ward, that a re- 
call petition will soon be in circu- 
lation throughout the ward aiming 
at the removal from office of Mr. 
Maddox. 

The resolution which Councilman 
Jones will introduce will simply be 
to give him the opportunity to cor- 
rect the manner of his election, 
without prejudice to his rights in 
standing for re-election.”

She also said that 
the solicitor had said his talk would 
bring out startling truths which had 
never before been given out to the 
public. 

Great Crowd Expected. 

It is believed that a record crowd 
of women voters will hear the ad- 
dress this afternoon by the solicitor. 
In addition to the wide publicity 
which has been given to the gather- 
ing through the newspapers, the 
women have advertised it exten- 
sively by placards, prominently dis- 
played throughout the city. 

The widespread interest which has 
been manifested in the occasion, has 
led those in charge of the program 
to doubt the ability of the audito- 


crowds. 

Not only are the women of Atlan- 
ta invited to attend, but the citi- 
zens generally are invited. 

Miss Racul to Preside. 

Miss Raoul will eall the meeting 
to order, and the first step would 
be to elect a chairnian. She will 
also outline to those gathered the 
protives for the eting, which lave .. 
been exp ed an opportunity 
for the wOtnen *citifens of Atlanta 
to hear thé solicitor and determine 
their attitude, as well as to formu- 
late action in assistance to his prvu- 
gram if they deem it advisable after .

The meeting of the women was

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A. Receiver Files 
Answer to Petition of 


Men That Order Reduc- 
ing Wages Be Rescinded. 


Bringing info question the con- 
stitutionality of the Newlands act 
which provides for a twenty Gays’ 
notice to employees of railroads 
when a cut in Wages iz contem- 
Plated, and declaring that to have 
awaited the period of twenty days 
necessary for such notice, with a 
daily loss of $4,500 accruing to the 
railroad company would have 
amounted to confiscation of the 
company’s property, B. L. Bugg, 
receiver for the A. B.& A railroad, 
Friday afternoon filed an answer, to 
& petition recently brought before 
Judge Samuel H. Sibley, of the 
United States court, asking that 
the receiver’s order reducing wages 
be revoked. 

The answer filed by Colonel Bugg 
is accompanied by an answer also 
from the Birmingham Trust and 
Savings company, creditor of the 
railroad, and the petitioner upon 
whose prayer the receivership was 
instituted by the court. 

The papers filed by the railroad 
receiver and the bank are prepara- 
tory to a hearing this morning at 
9 o'clock of the petition of the rail- 
road employees for a revocation of 
the wage reduction order, and the 
Papers were filed by Brandon and 
Hynds for the railroad receiver 
and Arnold and Arnold for the Bir- 
mingham banking institution. The 
representatives of the labor organ- 
izations are Branch and Howard. 

Freight Service Restored. 

In addition to the above develop- 
ments Friday there was an an- 
nouncement by Passenger Traffic 
Manager W. W. Croxton, of the A., 
B. & A. railway, that freight serv- 
ice has been restored on that fail- 
road, and that a freight train was 
successfully operated Friday. 


The answer to the petition of the 
brotherhood men, which asked for 
a revocation of the recent wage 
reduction that resulted in the pres- 
ent strike on the Atlanta, Birming- 
ham and Atlantic railroad, is a 
lengthy paper, going into the his- 
tury of the case from the start to 
the present time, reviewing all the 
actions up to the time of filing the 
answer. 

The answer, which is in response 
to a petition filed by N. H. Evans, 
et al., representing the fourteen 
brotherhoods, not only questions 
the constitutionality of the New- 
lands act, as applied to the A., B. 
& A. ease, but declares that: the 
United States railroad labor board 
is without jurisdiction in the mat- 
ter. The answer states that the 
wage board remanded the case for 
further conferences, and that no 
further conferences have been held 
because of the fact that the wage 
ooard ig without jurisdiction. 

The employees took a _ strike 

te before the wage _ reduction 

as announced, it is said, and the 
paper denounces the men for 
striking, saying that the walkout 
was wholly unwarranted. The 


answer contends that the strike 
was not forced upon the employ- 
ees. 


> Wages Charged. 

The reply to the employees peti- 
tion sets forth the alleged fact also 
that the wages being received by 
the men were the highest ever 
known for the class of service ren- 
dered. 

“To strike for a continuance of 
the pnayment of the fpll wartime 
wages meant an effort to destroy 
the railway company,” the answer 
says, “because such a strike could 
not possibly result in forcing the 
receiver to pay the employees more 
than the road earned. The émploy- 
ees krow at the time of said strike 
that there had been a great reduc- 
tion in the railroad company’s ter- 
ritory in the cost of living, in other 
wages paid to other laborers and 
that business generally was de- 
pressed, and that the price of cot- 
ton had fallen from 35 to 40 cents 
a pound, prevailing in the . vear 
1920. to from 12 to 15 cents a 
pound at the time the receiver was 
appointed. 

“The proposed reduction of wa- 
ges still left the employees higher 
wages than had ever been paid for 
such work at any time prior to 
Dec. 31, 1917. and such wages were 
as et i as the railway company 
possib could afford to pay, be- 
cause its earnings absolutely for- 
bade the possibility of its paying 
any higher wages.” 

The answer contends further that 
the railway labor board, being with- 
out jurisdiction, the federal court, 
being in possession and control, of 
the property, has jurisdiction to fix 
the wages and salaries of all the 
road’s employees under provisions 
outlined in the transportation act. 

Section 9 of the Newlands aet, 
requiring twenty days’ notice to 
emplayees of railroads under fed- 
pe receiverships before wage re- 

uctions can be made effective, it 
is contended does not apply in the 
case for the reason that.it is only 
applicable when a receiver proposes 
to reduce wages theretofore fixed 
by him. 
Left Employ, He Says. 

“In the order appointing the re- 
spondent receiver,” the answer 
says, “this court provided expressly 
that no contracts by the railway 
company should be considered to 
have been adopted by the receiver 
unless he should be expressly au- 
thorized. to adopt them by this 
court. If any part of the employees 
of the railway company had any 
rights at all under such section of 
the Newlands act, it was forfeited 
when they left the employment of 
the receiver. Respondent shows 
that said action is only directory 
and does not affect the jurisdiction 
of this court, but if it does affect 
the jurisdiction of this court, then 
the court’s order would be of no 
effect and the remedy fdr the em- 
ployees would be to continue at 
work and, after working, ask the 
court to be paid in accordance with 
their notions of law.” 

Union Charge Denied. 

The charge made by the brother- 
hood men that an agreement was 
entered ¢nto between the railroad 
officials and the Birmingham Bank- 
ing company whereby the former 
came into court and asked for a 
receivership is denied by the re- 
spondents. 

It is held by the respondents that 
the court should not consider the 
petition applicable to the employees 
other than the engineers, conduct- 
ors and trainmen.” because the 
term ‘employees’ as used in the 
Newlands act includes only persons 
actuallv engaged in the operations 
of trains, and who are employed 
upon cars.” 

Attacking the constitutionality of 
Section 9, of the Newlands act, re- 
spondents contend that its applica- 
tion in the present case would 
amount to confiscation of the, com- 
pany’s property through the big de- 
ficit that accrues avery day through 
operation under the old wage scale. 

Ww. W. Croxton, passenger Traf- 
fic manager of the A., B. A. 
railroad, announced Friday that a 
number of the employees who left 
the service have returned to work, 
among whom, as named by him, are 
two operators at Talladega, Ala., 
the agent at Crossiand and lLrin,

Chicago, March 18.—Union labor 
leaders delved into the records of 
the Association of Railway Execu- 
tives today before the railroad la- 
bor board in an endeavor to show 
that the railroads’ fight against 
National agreements was not unan- 
imous but was dominated by a few 
officials. 

An underlying purpose to estab- 
lish the open shop and crush labor 
Organizations was declared to be 
behind the fight of the association 
against national boards of adjust- 
ment, The controversy over these 
boards in the association's labor 
committee was brought out by 
cross-examination of T. Dewitt Cuy- 
ler, chairman of the association, 
and his assistant, Robert & Bink- 
erd, and the introduction of volu- 
minous correspondence and reports 
of the committee into the labor 
board record, 


Today’s proceedings marked the 
beginning of labor's main fight 
for continuance of the national 
rules and working agreements now 
in etfect, the justness and reason- 
ableness of which the board is now 
trying to decide in hearings which 
began January 10. 

Labor’s Eleven Points, 

A basic program of eleven points 
On which labor would be willing 
to negotiate national agreements 
wa3 laid before the board by B. M. 
Jewell, president of the railway em- 
ployees’ department of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, when the 
hearing opened today. Frank P. 
Walsh counsel for the unions im- 
mediately followed with an ex- 
haustive cross-examination of Mr. 
Binkard and Mr. Cuyler. 

The, association's labor committee 
was the outgrowth of the transpor- 
tation act according to testimony 
of Mr. Binkard brought out in the 
cross-examination and was designed 
to deal with labor disputes. Rec- 
ords brought by Mr. Binkard were 
read to show that a divided opin- 
ion concérning national boards of 
adjustment had existed in the com- 
mittee. 

As a result of a bi-partisan board 
appointed at the suggestion of for- 
mer President Wilson in March 
1920, the national boards of ad- 
justment created under federal 
control were continued with thé 
approval of a majority of the la- 
bor committee, it was brought out 

Feared Dispute, 

The majority of the labor com- 
mittee stated that it feared failure 
to appoint boards as provided un- 
der the transportation act, would 
result in overloading the labor 
board with disputes and added that 
if the roads did not take advantge 
of the. permissive features of the 
law by agreeing to adjustment 
boards, the efficiency of the labor 
board might be greatly impaired, 
resulting in decisions possibly ad- 
verse to the roads. 

The minority, headed by W. W. 
Atterbufy, vice president of. the 
Pennsylvania, however, presented 
three reports, at different times, 
which pointed out that agreement 
to national adjustment boards, 
meant dealing with the representa- 
tives of organized labor and de- 
clared the non-union would: not 
have a chance before such a board. 
Such a recognition of the unions, 
the report said, would lead to a 
closed shop and concentration of 
control by the unions. National 
boards, one of the 


The-minority report, it was shown, 
was adopted -by a member vote of 
60 to 41. ' 

Not Practical Railroader. 

Attempts to draw from Mr. Cuy- 
ler his connection With other busi- 
ness interests brought the explana- 
tion that he was not a pructical 
railroad man, although he was a 
director of four railroads, ten banks 
and other corporations. 

Publicity matter attacking na- 
tional agreements sent out under 
Mr. Cuyler’s name was prepared by 
publicists, he said, but had his thor- 
ou concurrence and he declared 
emphatically that he was opposed 
to all national agreements. He said 
the association appropriated. $115,- 
VUU a year for publicity. 

Mr. aish clashed with his wit- 
ness several times and kept the big 
crowd in such confusion that the 
chairman several times threatened 
to clear the room. Mr. Cuyler, how- 
eve maintained his objections to 
nati@nal agreements and blocked ev- 
ery effort of the unions to show 
that strife existed in the association 
over that question. 

It was expected, labor leaders said, 
to draw out from the executives 
Placed on the stand an alleged di- 
vided stand on the national agree- 
ment question.

A conference between workers’ 
representatives and the manage- 
ment of the Central railroad of 
New Jersey scheduled for today 
was postponed until next Monday, 
when the New York Central and 
the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroads also wil] hold 
conferences. 

The Philadelphia and Reading 
Railway company, it was announced 
by the General Managers’ associa- 
tion here, is preparing a notice ad- 
vising of a general adjustment for 
all ciasses except unskilled labor, 
which was covered in a previous 
notice to take effect April 25. 
Kleven meetings will be lald be- 
tween April 6 and 25 to discuss the 
readjustment with employees.

“Put him out,” answered the high- 
pitched voice of a girl that was 
heard all over the hall. 

The disturbance passed off quick- 
ly, however, order was soon restored 
and Colonel Galbraith continued: 

“Tonight in this great hall, with 
50,000 more persons massed outside 
the building,” we worship at the 
shrine of America and give our an- 
swer to those who would cestroy 
our country and separate us from 
our allies, with whom we are united 
by the blood of our fellows.

It has been contended both abroad

ON VITAL STATISTICS 


Interesting Paper Read at 
Morning Session by Dr. 
Stewart Roberts. 


Members of yital statistics bu- 
reaus of ten southern states held 
the opening meeting of their two- 
day conference at the state capital 
Friday morning, at which interest- 
ing discussion was made on Various 
questions of birth and death sta- 
tistics from the states represented.

It may be that such a heavy duty 
would be destructive—that to im- 
pose it would savor of a policy that 
would endanger the best interests 
not only of Germany, but of the 
allies and the world. , 


‘— Germany contends that it would; 


France and Great Britain, that it 
would not. Whether it would or 
would not, the United States has as 
much at stake in the dutcome of 
any settlement that is made as 
any other nation. 

And yet, with as much at stake 
as any other nation, this country 
is without power to participate in 
the formulation of the terms of 
settlement of a situation which we 
did as much as any other nation to 
bring about. 

We refused to join our war asso- 
ciates in following the war settle- 
ments to their logical conclusion, 
‘and assumed an incongruous and 
insufferable position of isolation 
and aloofness from the rest of the 
world, while our own interests 
were at stake. sie 

We stand in the position of hav- 
ing helped, more, perhaps, than 
any other one nation, in ending the 
war and in bringing ‘about the 
post-war conditions, then of pack- 
ing up our belongings, terning tail 
upon the chaotic world and leaving 
the other powers to effect settle- 
ment and finish the job! 

It may be that France and Great 

Britain and Italy, Belgium, etc., are 
too close :to the situation so inti- 
mately affecting them to approach 
its adjustment in a spirit of “wis- 
dom, justice and moderation.” 
r It may be that their spirit has 
been unduly embittered and their 
sentiment distorted by reason of 
their propinquity to the scenes of 
holocaust and by their personal 
suffering, so that they are not 
capable of rendering fair, dispas- 
sionate judgment. 

The United States, too, has suf- 
fered; but we are far enough re- 
moved from the actual scenes of 
conflict to view the situation in 
broad perspective, and, while our 
welfare in every respect is vitally 
affected by the conditions growing 
out of the war, -we are in better 
position than any other nation, all 
things being equal, to give wise 
counsel and constructive aid in 
formulating the policies upon 
which the future security of the 
world must depend. 

And yet we are unable to do 
that, because we have turned our 
back upon the world—because we 
have deserted those whom we 
helped to win the war for democ- 
racy; because, when we brought 
about a cessation of firing we 
turned to Hurope and said, “We 
are through! You finish the job.” 

And today,

ADENOIDS AND RUNNING NOSE. 
From somewhere in New England, 
the place where refinement and 


manners are manufactured, comes 
the news that it is boorish and yul- 
gar to sneeze, ;or at any rate to 
sneeze with honest gusto. This pro- 
nunciamento, which I am actually 
reading in the editorial colunins of 
a New England newspaper, wil! dis- 
courage the application of what,.Dr. 
Hickling, a writer in the British 
Medical Journal, describes as the 
nasal drill as a means of relieving 
the ill effects. of adenoids. When I 
sneeze I like to put pep in it, and I 
feel that the uncouth indulgence has 
done me no harm; and if I muzzle 
my sneezes I can’t see where any- 
body has any kick coming. 

Children with adenoids and the 
more or less marked nasal obstruc- 
tion that usually accompanies ade- 
noids, are Ysually poor sneeZers and 
very poor blowers. An adenoid child 
just seems to hate to blow his nose 
thoroughly. 

Hickling’s drill as carried out 


weekly by a class of twenty chil- 
dren for a period of six months, 
was thus described: 

In a room with the windows wide 
open, the children are placed as far 
apart as possible, standing, and each 
is given a soft paper handkerchief. 
At the command “One” all stand 


erect. (It is well to teach children 
just what the erect posture means, 
as regards the head, the eyes, the 
chin, the chest, the shoulders, the 
hands, the knees and the feet. Few 
children, and indeed few adults, 
know what a normal, not exagge- 
rated erect posture is. The slouch 
has been the fashion for several

“Four’—blow down the 
nose, bowing the head forward-and 
dawn somewhat, at the same time 
depressing the elbow to the side 
but still holding the top of the nose 
in the fingers. “Five’’—breath in, 
with mouth closed if possible. Re- 
peat three, four and five rythmical- 
ly for ten times. Tifen let all the 
handkerchiefs be deposited in a pa- 
per bag or other receptacle to be 
burned. Following this drill Hick- 
ling irrigates the nose by inducing 
sneezing with a mild: non-irritating 
snuff of menthol and. soap powder 
which is flicked on the septum just 
within the nostrils. After a good 
sneeze—and the children should be 
encouraged to make a thorough job 
of it—the nose pumping is resumed 
as before, and so on until there is 
little or no discharge. Finally a 
few slow long breaths are taken 
through first one and then the oth- 
er nostril and then through both. 
All this the children are persuaded 
to carry out at home night and 
morning, as a regular nasal toilet. 

The drill has diminished the nasal 
discharge, improved the children’s 


general condition, sleep, appetite, 
made them less susceptible to nose 
and throat infections, bettered their 
speech, and diminished mouth 
breathing. . 

Some such procedure is unques- 
tionably of benefit, whether the 
adenoids are surgically removed or 
not.

who has not only veen a distinct 
asset to the city of Atlanta, but 
who in a very definite way, has 
proved to be a valuable citizen to 
the south. 

Mr. Massengale’s career has been 
notable, not merely because for 
many years he has been in the 


front rank of aécvertising men of 
the country or because he has suc- 
ceeded in his own business, but be- 
cause he was a pioneer in the de- 
Velopment of advertising in the 
south, who struck out along bold 
lines, and who, while bringing the 
business of national advertisers to 
the south, also introduced certain 
products of the south to the north, 
the east and the west.

The man 
opened fire, Wanderer said, and he 
fired back. The stranger and 
Wanderer’s wife were killed. 

For several days Wanderer was 
looked on as a hero. The police, 
however, found that the stranger's 
gun belonged to Wanderer’s cousin 
and that Wanderer had borrowed 
it a few days before the murders. 
Wanderer was arrested and signed 
a confession that he had hired the 
Stranger, whom he termed “a poor 
boob,” to stage a fake hold-up and 
had kill his wife and the man.

The parent-teacher associa- 
tion have asked the board of educa- 
tion to restore the eighth grade 
at the beginning of the school 
term in September, 1921, and the 
request is said to be favored by 
the board, members having .ex- 
pressed their intention of restoring 
the grade when the junior high 
schools are completed. 

The restoration of the eighth 
grade, which was eliminated sev- 
eral years ago, is expected to ef- 
fect 1,750 children now in the gram- 
mar schools of the city.

sult the police board further about 
this matter does not grow out o 
any fear that you, personally, can- 
not be trusted to do your duty. 
‘“Amd the same thing might be 
said about other members of your 
board, who are held in universal 
esteem, not only by me, but by the 
people generally. 

“Unfortunately, however, this can- 
not be said of the board as a whole, 
and still more unfortunate is the 
fact that, as now constituted, the 
board as a whole cannot be trusted 
to sit in judgment upon a matter 
in which, not only its official prob- 
ity, but perhaps its very life, is 
at stake. 

“Former action of the board, or 
rather its failure to act when it was 
urged to do so, has placed it in a po- 
sition where the board itself is on 
trial before the tribunal of public 
sentiment. Your body has not act- 
ed upon recommendations. of two 
grand juries or examined the facts 
presented, notwithstanding the fact 
that the detective department has 
been condemned by the grand jury, 
as either conniving with the crooks 
or as guilty of incompetence. 

Presentments Ignored. 

“The presentments of the grand 
juries have been ignored by your 
board. The case is now before an- 
other grand jury for investigation 
and, more than fhat, it is before the 
people. 

“If I should go to your board 
with the evidence I have in my 
possession, the result would be to 
weaken rather than strengthen my 
hand in an effort to place the re- 
sponsibility for conditions that have 
existed. 

“Since I appeared before your 
board in the Terry-Howell case, the 
leading attorney of this gang of 
bunco men has been elected to 
membership on the board over my 
protest and in addition to this a 
member is serving on the board 
who openly admits that he was not 
elected but defies public sentiment 
in the statement that since he was 
sworn in he proposes to hold on 
until the end.

of fighting. The German plebiscite 
propaganda organization has put 
out a statement declaring the Poles 
have begun agitation for an exten- 
sion of the allied penalties to Up- 
per Silesia in the event that the 
Germans win.

London, March 18.—The Russian 
soviet government, in confirming by 
wireless tocay the capture of Kron- 
stadt by bolshevik troops, says M. 
Kusmin, soviet commissar of the 
Baltic fleet, and M: Vasileff, chair- 
man of the ‘Kronstadt soviet, who 
were arrested at the beginning of 
the rising, were released by the bol- 
sheviki on their entry into Kron- 
stadt, 

M. .Kusmin participated in the 
final Niquidation of the rising, the 
wireless adds. 


Stockholm, March 18.—Reports 
that the Russian naval fortress of 
Kronstadt, the center of the revolu- 
tion against the soviet government, 
has been taken~-by the bolsheviki, 
appear to be confirmed in dispatch- 
es reaching here.from Finland. 
Leon Trotzky, Russian bolsheviki 
minister of war, directed the assault 
on the fortress, it is saic, and hurled 
upwards of sixty thousand men at 
defenses. 

Advices would seem to indicate 
that communists within the fort- 
ress and town of Kronsadt assisted 
the bolshevik forces when the lat- 
ter had broken into the out-forts of 
the place. The garrison, numbering 
approximately 15,000, is declared to 
have been exhausted by the con- 
stant bombardment of the place, 
and were poorly equipped in some 
important points along the cefense 
lines. Many of the defenders of 
Kronstadt, with the commander of 
the revolutionary troops, are re- 
ported to have escaped into Fin- 
land across the Ice.

MACHINE TO 
COUNT IN ABEL- 
AVERA SCRAP 


There isn’t any kidding stuff 
about both Jake Abel and Larry 
Avera expecting to win next Tues- 
day night at the Auditorium by a 
knockout.

Pedro Zamorra, 
Mexican Bandit, 
Dies in Battle 


Mexico City, March 18.—Pedro 
Zamorra, for the past ten, years 
one of the most fermidable bandits 
operating along the western coast 
of Mexico, is dead as a result of 
wounds received in a recent battle 
with federal troops near Zemzontla, 
state of Jalisco. His body was 
identified yesterday by a number 
of his followers. 

The dead bandit was associated 
with various revolutionary factions 
for years. He was first a lieuten- 
ant of Villa, after which he joined 
Zapata, but finally he operated in- 
dependently in the states of Jalisco, 
Michoacan and Colima, An exten- 
sive area in these states was under 
his control a long time . At the be- 
ginning of the administration of 
provisional President de la Huerta, 
the bandit surrendered, but within 
a few months headed another up- 
rising. Last August he raided. the 
towns of Autian and Quatilan, 
from which he carried off a num- 
ber of captives. Among those 
taken prisoner by Zamorra were 
seven Americans and several Brit- 
ish subjects. It was said that six- 
teen girls carried off from Quat- 
lan had. committed suicide follow- 
ings their capture by the bandits. 
Most of his prisoners were released 
voluntarily, and when government 
troops pressed the pursuit of the

He announced he intended to fol- 
low peaceful pursuits, but, unlike 
his former chieftain, Villa, he was 
not conftented, and several days ago 
it Was reported he was again head- 
ing a rebellion, and federal troops 
were sent against him. The bandit 
forces were encountered at Zem- 
zontla and Zamorra received fatal 
wounds. He escaped from the field, 
but died later. News dispatches 
received here say the body was 
taken to Barranca, state of Aguas 
Calientes, for burial.

ners or exporters. | 

At the same time more favorable:

Persons who have reason to be- 
lleve that they will be charged with 
evading the draft but who did not 
actually do so, the adjutant gen- 
eral anmounced, may escape the 
odium of being publicly branded as 
deserters unjustly by communicat- 
ing all the facts of the case to him 
without: delay. 

The final check of the draft 
evader lists is now being completed 
by former members of the loca] 
draft boards. By the end of the 
month the war department expects 
to begin making the lists public 
through the newspapers and by 
furnishing copies to city, state and 
federal police, detective agencies, 
the American Legion and other pa- 
triotic societies. 

In addition Secretary Weeks will

COURT EXEMPTS 
TAK ON ESTATES 


Rules Against Govern- 
ment mm Permitting De- 
duction of Amount From 
Income Returns. 


Washington, March 18.—The fed- 
eral government today lost an im- 
portant. income tax suit when the 
United States court of claims held 
that every estate, the net amount 
of which exceeds $50,000 and which 
has been, or is hereafter, compelled 
to pay the federal estates tax, is 
entitled to deduct the amount s0 
paid from its income tax return. 

The effect of the decision, should 
it be sustained by the supreme 
court, to which the government 
notes an appeal, will be that the 
government will not only be com- 
-pe led to refund all taxes already 
collected from estates under such 
circumstances, but will be unable 
to collect similar amounts from es- 
tates in the future. 

The court awarded a judgment for 
$165,075 in favor of Senator Under- 
wood, of Alabama; Alan H. Wood- 
ward and Reginald Barrister, as ex- 
ecutors of Joseph H. Woodwardina 
Suit to reverse the action of the 
commissioner of internal revenue in 
refusing to allow as a deduction 
under the income tax law the sum 
of $489,334 paid by the executors as 
fedetal estates tax. 

The decision in the case was based 
on the construction of Section 214 
of the revenue act of 191%, which 
provides that “in computing the net 
income there shall be allowed as de- 
ductions taxes paid or accrued with- 
in the taxable year imposed by tne 
authority of the United States ex- 
cept income, war profits and excess 
profits taxes,” 
the commissioner of internal] reve- 
nue being that the amount paid un- 
der the estates tax law was not a 
tax which could be deducted, but a 
“toH taken from the property trans- 
ferred.” 

Judge Downey, in dis¢ussing the 
position taken by the commissioner 
of internal revenue, said: 

We are, in effect, asked to con- 
strue the statute so as to nullify 
one~of its plain provisions. We do 
not feel that we are justified in 
acding another exception to those 
provided for in the _ statute. If 
congress intended that the estate | 
tax should not be deducted in dé- 
termining the net income it would 
have said so. We are not unmind- 
ful of the importance of this hold- 
ing and of its possible effect on rcv- 
enues and the public treasury, but 
we cannot conclude that such mat- 
ters should be in any wise con- 

ling.”

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London, March 18.—The house of 
commons tonight passed the third 
reading of the reparations bill. The 
bil) provides for a levy of 50 per 
cent on German goods, but this pro- 
vision wil] not be effective until 
March 31. 

J. Austin Chamberlain, chancellor 


of. the exchequer, replying to an ar- 
gument that the bill to be effective 
must be applied by all the allies, 
said the bill might operate either 
as a penalty or as a means of col- 
lection of reparations. Which of 
these characters the measure took 
on, asserted, depend upon the 
action of the Germans. 

If the Germans wished to draw 
penalty upon themselves, Mr. 
Chamberlain said, they could draw 
it; but if they wished to avoid pen- 
alty and pay a portion of their 
debts for reparations, the bill 
would not act as a punishment, but 
as a method of collection. It was 
not improbabie that before long 
the bill would be acting in the 
second method, the chancellor de- 
clared. 

Even if Great Britain stood alone 
in this matter Mr. Chamberlain said 
ihe believed the excTIusion of Ger- 
many from British markets would 
be sufficient to compel her to give 
satisfaction to British demahds. 
The proceeds of the bill, the chan- 
cellor added, would be applied to 
the payment of British claims and 
the disposal of any surplus would 
be left over for discussion by the 
allies. 


Ban Non-Essential Buying. 

Berlin, March 18.—The central 
committee of the German whoiesale 
trade organization adopted a reso- 
lution today declaring it to be the 
patriotic duty of German mer- 
chants to refrain from purchasing 
non-essential goods from the coun- 
tries concerned in the imposition 
of the economic penalties on Ger- 
many. 


Extend Occupation Area. 

Duesseldorf, March 18.—The oc- 
cupation area has beén extended 
from Duisburg to stations all along 
the railroad running from Duisburg 
to Essen to within two and a half 
miles of Essen. The central freight 
yard at Wedau. the largest in the 
Ruhr district, and Mulheim station 
are guarded by French troops. 
Duesseldorf is quiet. 


Labor Headquarters 
Raided ‘for Liquor; 
21 Gallons Is Bag 


Denver, Colo., March 18.—State 
and federal agents raided head- 
quarters of the entertainment com- 
mittee of the American Federation 
of Labor here, confiscated twenty- 
one gallons of whisky and arrested 
two members of a committee named 
to provide entertainment for the 
national convention of the order 
here next summer, on a charge of 
violating the prohibition law.
